A Provincial Grant avail- 
able to municipalities for the 
purposes of a Street Im- 
provement Program- was 
discussed at the Committee 
of the Whole meeting on 
Monday night, The grant is 
$20,000 plus $20 per capita

“The mayor told me at 
that time,’ said Mr. Jami- 
son, “that the grant would 
quite possibly be used for 
widening arterial roads, 
such as Grandin Road and 
Churchill Avenue, ’’ 

‘‘However, having watched 
the enormous increases in 


costs of labour and mater- 
ial,’’ said Mr, Jamison, “T 
was concerned that the pro- 
gram was being shelved till 
the latest date for submiss- 
ion, I had asked the Miai- 
ster of Highways ff a pro- 
gram could be submitted 
over a two year period,’’ 
said the MLA, “but was in- 
formed that the total grant 
would be based on the census 
figures in the year the app- 
lication was submitted whe- 
ther in part or in whole.” 

Mr. Jamison said he often 
points out to boards, councils 
and organizations that Pro- 
yineial grants only pay a 

fion of the costs in most 
cases of a given project, 
and careful financing on the 
balance of the project is an 
absolute necessity.

doctors are booked three 
months in advance and have 
probably 17,000 patients be-

Community TV program airs 
variety of views on shopping facilities 


The Town of St, Albert 
and its inadequate shopping 
facilities became the focus 
of attention on Tuesday even- 
ing, July 9, 1974, when Cap- 
ital Cable TV aired a pro- 
gram titled ‘‘St, Albert - a 
town with growing pains.” 
The program sought to ex- 
plore present inadequacies 
and solutions put forward by 
various interested groups by 
means of an open debate, 

Mr, Dick Fowler, a for- 
mer mayor of St, Albert, 
acted as moderator and op- 
ened the program with a brief 
summary of the situation as 
it now stands, and introduced 
the five panelists, He ex- 
plained that BACM, a major 
developer in the area fora 
number of years, opposes 
the building of a regional 
shopping complex, The com- 
pany argues that such acom- 
plex would destroy the town’s 
special identity and it pre- 
fers to see redevelopment 
of the central core of the 
town, Some residents agree 
with this viewpoint while 
others, wishing to see a 
regional complex built, feel 
that St, Albert has little 

chance of retaining its iden- 

tity in any case in view o; 

the explosive growth in pop- 

ulation, Mr, Fowler went on 
to say that presently there 

are three proposals for a 

major shopping centre he- 
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fore town council, These are: 
a 22-acre site opposite the 
auto wreckers; a 43-acre 
site on the Ball Estate; and, 
a 46-acre site on the north 
side of the Sturgeon River 
opposite the Esso station, 
In the meantime, council has 
stated its commitment tothe 
revitalization of the central 
core of the town, Panelists 
invited to talk on the show 
were asked to give their 
viewpoints and to explain 
any questions arising from 
the situation, 

Mr, Michael Rodgers, vice 
president of BACM, outlined 
the three areas of his con- 
cern, Firstly, the need for 
more shopping facilities; se- 
condly, the commercial as- 
sessment; and, thirdly, the 
long standing desire to 
strengthen and co-ordinate 
the town centre, He feels 
that all these needs should 
be met and at the same time 
retain the historical flavour 
of the town, He does not fav- 
our a regional shopping 
centre on the grounds that 
it would detract from the 
character of the town. 

Mr, Michael Morris, dir- 


ector of Shopping Centres 
Administration for Abbey 
Glen Property Corporation, 
said that a good developer 


must be aware of the pro- 
blems and desires of people 
in the area, His company {gs 


interested in developing the 
site on the north bank of the 
Sturgeon River and Mr, Mor- 
ris feels that this site lends 
itself to the redevelopment 
of downtown St, Albert, The 
two areas would compliment 
each other, He agreed that 
there is no doubt that down- 
town St, Albert needs an 
overhaul and he stated his 
company’s policy to work 


indicated that a complex the

Councillor John de Bruljn 
informed the group that there

and the town has acquired 
or controls about 75 per cent 
of the land involved, Coun- 
cillor de Bruijn sees the 
plan more as a creation 
than a redevelopment and 
said that the plan calls for 
some high density residen- 
tial areas and a shopping 
centre, all of which would 
be complimentary to the sur- 
rounding area, 

Mrs, Jane Nelson, a con- 
sumer renresentative, put 
forward perhaps the most 
important viewpoint of all - 
that of the customer, usually, 
the housewife, She explained 
that her views represented 
the thoughts of most of the 
many women she had spoken 
to on this subject and she 
said she would like to see a 
large regional shopping cen- 
tre, She feels that shopping 
is not a fun thing but a ser- 
ious business which most 
women undertake expedit- 
fously, Ideally, while most 
shoppers would like to supp- 
ort local merchants and 
would like to shop locally 
for convenience, they are 
forced to shop in the city 
because many articles are 
not available locally or are 
not in sufficient quantities, 
style, variety etc. Some St. 
Albert women need to make 
two trips a week to the city 
and Mrs, Nelson elaborated 
on the problems this entails 
for car users and for those 
using public transport, The 
local shopping centre is in- 
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adequate and Mrs, Nelson 
feels that it is unreasonable 
to expect the local grocery 
store to be able to meet the 
needs of a town this size, 
Added to this is the pro- 
blem of parking with the con- 
gestion of traffic onthe park, 
A large shopping centre 
would create employment 
opportunities for the town as 
a side benefit. In summary, 
Mrs, Nelson stated that as 
St. Albert’s population had 
increased to that of a small 
city rather than alarge town, 
consumer services needed 
to keep pace withthe popula- 
tion growth, 

Dr, Richard Plain, presi- 
dent of the St, Albert Com- 
munity Planning Committee 
felt that there is no broad 
plan in St, Albert, The rate 
of growth in the town is so 
rapid that town staff and 
planners were unable to keep 
up, In connection with the 
downtown core, his commit- 
tee were aware of a plan but 
had been unable to obtain a 
copy of the prospectus until 
that morning, He had there- 
fore insufficient time to 
study the document but he 
thought that the site for a 
shopping complex north of 
the Sturgeon River appeared 
to lend itself to complimen- 
ting the downtown area, Dr. 
Plain recommended that 
there be more public input 
into the subject. 

The panelists, having stat- 
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ed their positions, entered 
into a group discussion which 
was followed by video clips 
of St, Albert and filmed in- 
terviews with St, Albert re- 
sidents, Most people inter- 
viewed had strong opinions 
on the need for better shopp- 
ing facilities and the Safeway 
store frequently became 4 
target for criticism. 

An open line was then set 
up and six or more telephone 
calls were taken, One of the 
callers was Mayor Ray Gib- 
bon, but unfortunately, some 
of his comments were in- 
audible and his point was 
lost, 

The program did bring un- 
der scrutiny an important 
topic of concern to the resi- 
dents of the town, and it 
provided a platform for a 
number of people, develop- 
ers and consumers, to put 
forward their ideas publicly. 
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MD Council hears proposal for facility 


Reeve Bill Flynn together 
with Crs, Kluthe, Crozier 
and Berry met Monday even- 
ing at the Villeneuve Hall 
with representatives from 
the Dept, of Environment, 
the Sturgeon Health Unit and 
12 homeowners from Villen- 
euve, 

The meeting was set up 
by Cr, Glenn Berry because 
of a letter residents receiv- 
ed from the Sturgeon Health 
Unit detailing the health haz- 
ards from the sewage sys- 
tems in the hamlet, Ken Mc- 
Ammond, health inspector, 
chaired the meeting and ex- 
plained to the councillors 
and the residents the pro- 
blems and health hazards 
due to the present unsatis- 
factory Septic Tank and field 
systems, 

The flatness of the area 
together with extra high 
water table doesn’t lend it- 
self to a effluent sewage 
field system, thus causing 
a potential unsanitary con- 
dition for the residents, Mr, 
McAmmond explained to the 


group that he really wasn’t 
trying to be dectatorial in 
any way but attended the 
meeting to try and resolve 
the unsatisfactory situation, 
Questions and answers 
from the councillors ranged 
through . . “Who okayed the 
present systems?’ ‘Who 
was responsible for issuing 
permits ?’’ ‘‘Cost to the mun- 
icipality for a recommended 
and approved system ?’’ and 
“Cost to residents for an 
approved system?’’ ‘What 
residents would and could 
do to improve the situation 
during the interval while 
checking out systems?’ 
McAmmond; Samuels 
from Dept. of Environment 
and Smith from the Plumb- 
ing Inspection branch field- 
ed the many questions, Mr. 
Smith replied on the issued 
or non-issued of permits 
stating that a journeyman 
plumber from the city may 
not have done the installa- 
tion whereby a permit would 
have likely been issued. He 
said many installations were 
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done by persons with atren- 
cher or digger and they could 
well have neglected to take 
out a permit, As for the le- 
gality of the job, Mr. Smith 
pointed out that not taking 
out a permit could result 
in a charge being laid by 
his department, 

He further stated that his 
department didn’t necessar- 
ily inspect every job but 
okayed them from a dia- 
gram presented at time of 
issuance of permit, Our res- 
ponsibility stops at the in- 
stallation of the septic tank 
and problems arising after 
that are examined by a call 
usually made by a resident 
to the health department or 
a spot check by a health in- 
spector. 

Mr, Samuels’ explained a 
procedure to follow if a mun- 
icipality was involved in a 
community sewage disposal 
system. He explained a Gov- 
ernment program initiated 
by the Dept, of the Environ- 
ment in 1972 that could be 
considered, The Provincial 
Government picks up the tab 
over $150 per capita on app- 
roved projects. 

Following two hours of 
discussion, Mr. McAmmond 
passed around a submission 
of a Modified Sewage Dis- 
posal System that had been 
examined by the department 
of the environment, He said 
that he and Ernie Jamison, 
MLA, together with the re- 
sidents of Vimy and the Mun- 
icipal District of Westlock 


had visited and evaluated a 
plastic disposal system in 
the province of Saskatche- 
wan, Cost and utilization of 
this unique system could 
possibly fit many centres 
in Alberta facing high costs 
of installing conventional 
sewage disposal systems, 

Mr, Jamison informed 
Reeve Flynn of the study 
completed recently by Asso- 
ciated Engineers re asewage 
system for Vimy. He further 
stated that this week engin- 
eers from the department 
and Associated were in Sask- 
atchewan inspecting Plastic 
Pipe installation operating 
in Marshall, Sask. Mr. Mc- 
Ammond’s report on the pro- 
ject was passed to the people. 
He stated that the Associate 
study had been completed, 
although he hadn’t seen it 
as yet, and that an appendix 
to the report would be made 
shortly. 

Mr. Flynn advised the 
meeting that the M.D. Stur- 
geon Council would be re- 
ceiving the report from the 
MLA and would be studying 
in relation to needs of var- 
ious small centres and ac- 
reages in the municipality. 

Mr. McAmmond said he 
would co-operate with resi- 
dents in finding solutions 
to their problems, while 
council is studying the sit-

was due mainly tothe efforts 
of Mr, John Shaw Sr,, an 
early settler in this district, 
and a Mr. Mcintyre, The 
name Heathfield was given 
to the school by Mr, Alf. 
Lehman who lived one mile 
north of where the school 
was built, The name was tak- 
en from a place in Sussex, 
England, The school opened 
in 1916 with Mr.’ McIntyre 
as secretary, and trustees 
Mr, Sellars and Mr, Scho- 
les. The first pupils were 
Katie and Mary Sellars, 
James and Janie Shaw, An- 
nie and Dick Scholes, Dick 
and Dorothy McIntyre and 
Bud Hayes. 

The first school teacher 
was Mr, Fred Roberts, son 
of Rev, and Mrs, Roberts 
who lived in this district 
for many years. He left to 
serve overseas in the first 
world war, and gave his life 
for his country, Other tea- 
chers up to 1921 were Mrs. 
Eastman, Miss LeBlanc, 
Miss Petunia, Mr. Timm, 
Miss MacFarland, and Miss 
Keats, In1921-22 Miss Beals 
from Bon Accord was the 
teacher; in 1922-23 Mrs, 
Hughson from Coronado; 
1923-24 Miss Beryl Fraser 
from Fort Sask., now living 
in Edmonton; 1924-25 Miss 
Mollie Milligan from Bon 
Accord who later married 
Herb Hall, and raised a fine 
family of eight children and 
is still living in Heathfield; 
in 1925-26 the teacher was 
Miss Mae Whittaker from 
Bon Accord now Mrs, Foote, 
she is living in California; 
in 1926-27 Miss Ernestine 
Boisjoli whose folks lived 
in the district; 1927 to 
Christmas a Mr. Murray, 
1928 to June 1929, Miss

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Stella Fordham from Fort 
Saskatchewan who later 
married Fred Lajuenesse, 
and is now living in British 
Columbia; in 1929-30 Mr, 
Monk who came from Eng- 
land, Other secretaries dur- 
ing this time were Mr, Sid 
Wheeler, Mr. Herb Hall, Mr. 
Jim Rippon, and Mr, Doug- 
las Hood, 

Other gentlemen who ser- 
ved as school trustees dur- 
ing this period were Mr, Jim 
Scholes, Mr. William Trot- 
ter, Mr. Harry Fearnley, 
Mr, Neville Chamberlain and 
Mr, Adelard Michaud, In the 
fall of 1923 a piano was pur~ 
chased, the funds being rais- 
ed in the district by having 
basket socials and dances. 
A school teacherage was 
built in the summer of 1928 

Philip concluded his re- 
marks by contrasting school 
life now and then, Pupils 
walked three or four miles 
to school through all kinds 
of wewther. He remembered 
when sandwiches were toas- 
ted through the door of the 
coal heater to thaw so they 
could be eaten and drinking 
water was packed over from 
the nearest neighbor’s, and 
even a few other necessary 
facilities were not as modern 
as those provided today. 
“‘But,’’ concluded Philip, 
“‘school then taught us to be 
self-reliant men and women, 
and at an early age we lear- 
ned to stand on our own two 
feet,’’ 

Gil Fearnley was then in- 
troduced and gave the later 
history of Heathfield from 
1930 to 1946, The years 
1930-1933 were under the 
teaching of Mr. K, P. Woods 
from Coronado; from 1933- 
37 Miss Jean Milligan from 
Bon Accord; 1937-38 Miss 
Gilbert; 1938-41 Mr. Murray 
Legate; 1942-43 Mrs, Esther 
Thompson; 1943-44 Mrs, 
Anderson; 1944-45 Miss 
Theresa Scragg; 1945-46 
Miss Charlotte McConnel, 
At the end of this period 
schools were consolidated 
and Heathfield children are 
still being bused to Gibbons, 

The doors of the little 
white schoolhouse were clo- 
sed, but the original build- 
ing still stands, Mr. John 
Shaw bought it and moved it 
to his farm to be converted 
into a garage, The piano is 
still in use in Gibbons School 
Gil then paid tribute to the 
teachers who taught in those 
early years, He recalled 
days in the winter when it 
was 20 below outside and felt 
like 25 below inside the 
school, but ‘‘most of us have 
had a full and fruitful life,”’ 

Teachers from former 
years were introduced, those 
present were Mr, Murray 
Legate, Mrs, Mollie (Milli- 
gan) Hall, Mrs, Jean (Beals) 
Lake, Mrs, Jean (Milligan) 
Toane, and Mrs, (Gilbert) 
Greenlees, Miss Peggy Todd 
was present to take pictures 
of the many different groups, 
Mr. Legate told the many 
people present of the enjoy- 
able life he and his wife had 
while living in the teacher- 
age at Heathfield, He thanked 
them for the friendliness 
and hospitality they enjoyed 
while teaching there. 

John Shaw read several 
telegrams from former tea- 
chers and pupils who regret- 
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ted that they were unable to 
come to the reunion, 

The ladies of United 
Church Coronado, who fed 
us so royally were given a 
hearty vote of thanks, 

Mr, Shaw then relinguish- 
ed his duty as m.c, and Earl

The Morinville plant has 
gained the most number of 
bushels consecutively, year 
after year, of any plant in 
Alberta, That is, in the 
neighborhood of 500,000 bu- 
shels per year, Our board 
has maintained the plant to 
the best of their ability and 
the exterfor of the plant is 
in really good shape, But the 
interior is gétting worn out 

. . SOI think you can un- 
ferstand that after 25 years 
at close to the 500,000 bush-

‘We seem to think that 
this is a municfpal affair. . 
we are coming to you for 
financial help,’’ Mr. Mac- 
Donnell told the council, He 
went on to say that in the 
construction of the original 
building, $13,000dellars was 
put in fromthe M, D,, $13,000 
was contributed by the fadar- 
al government,'° and” ‘the 
Shareholders put in another 
$13,000, He stated that cur- 
rently there is $35,000 in 
reserve for share equity, 
In addition to this there is 
a sum of $35,000 in a build- 
ing fund, 

Government policy on con- 
struction of this type is that 
one-third of the difference 
between the original sum 
contributed to the construc- 
tion ($13,000) and the eost 
of the new plant, The govern- 
ment will only put in that 
amount if the municipality 
is prepared to match the 
figure, stated Mr, MacDon- 
nell, The cost of the new 
plant is estimated to cost 
between 200,000 and 300,000 
dollars, 

The design of the plant is 
such that the old plant would 
be used for storage and the 
new plant would be construc- 
ted adjacent to the existing 
facilities, on its south side, 
Spouting would be instituted 
so that the seed could be 
transported to, and stored 
in the 17,000 bushel capa- 
city retaining bins in the 
existing plant, 

Mr, MacDonnell mention- 
ed to the council that he 
foresees the old plant being 
utilized for storage of re- 
gistered grain possibly, and 
that the old equipment would 
be employed for cleaning 
rape and oats, He stated that 
the intention of the Co-op 
was to strive for construc- 
tion commencing inthe sum- 
mer of next year, More facts

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Weeds of the Week- 


By Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist 
Every two weeks we will 
be featuring an article on 
two specific weeds, The in- 
formation is supplied by the 
Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture, 
: We hope it will be ofsome 
use to farmers and that you 
keep the articles for refer- 
ence purposes, 


The wild oat is the most 
serious weed of cropland 
in western Canada, It in- 
fests, to some degree, every 
acre of cultivated land, and 
if control measures are not 
carried out every year we 
may expect that the one bill- 
ion dollar loss in yield, esti- 
mated to have occurred in 
western Canada in 1973, will 
increase, 

The peculiar growth habits 
of the wild oat are the main 
reason why complete control 
is very difficult, 

1, Many of the wild oat 
seeds fall tothe ground early 
so they are not harvested 
with the crop, If they were 
harvested they couid pro- 
bably be cleaned out rather 
than infesting the soil, 

2. The wild oat has two 
kinds of dormancy, Primary 
dormancy allows the seed to 
overwinter, rather than ger- 
minating on maturity and 
being winterkilled, 

Primary dormancy may 
break in the spring and the 
seed germinate. There may 
also be a secondary dorm- 
ancy develop after the soil 
has been at 80 degrees for 
several days. If seeding is 


Two price 
Wheat Act 


By Wally Klatt, 
District Agriculturist 

Earl Lowe, Regional Plant 
Industry Supervisor has ob- 
tained the following infor- 
mation from the Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

“The acreage payments 
were made under the Two 
Price Wheat Western Grain 
Producers Payments Regu- 
lations, The payments were 
made in April 1973 for the 
1972-73 crop year, 

Those persons holding 
1973 - 74 Permit Books will 
be paid this year under the 
new Two Price Wheat Act. 
Under this new act the Fed- 
eral Government will pay a 
lump sum to the Canadian 
Wheat Board, directiy, which 
in turn will pay the produc- 
ers on a bushel basis, These 
payments will be made to 
the producer from the Cana- 
dian Wheat Board in their 
final wheat payment,’’ 


delayed until secondary dor- 
mancy occurs we may have 
a crop relatively free of wild 
oats, This secondary dor- 
mancy also allows wild oats 
to survive summerfallowing, 

3, Wild oat plants possess 
inherent differences which 
are indicated by the produc- 
tion of seeds of a different 
color, different cycle ofdor- 
mancy, and a different re- 
action to herbicides, Some 
seeds will survive one year 
- some another - a built in 
survival mechanism, 

4, The wild oat seed plants 
itself, With alternate wetting 
and drying the awns twist 
and untwist forcing the seed 
into the soil and planting it- 
self, 

The wild oat adapts for 
survival - control is not 
easy, but if a farmer is to 
survive he must make some 
effort to control this pest. 

1, Sow clean seed, There 
are enough wild oat seeds 
already in the ground so why 
plant more. 

2, Carry out any possible 
cultural controls such as 
delayed seeding following an 
early June cultivation to kill 
the first flush of wild oat 
growth. The timing of this 
cultivation is quite critical- 
the majority of the wild oats 
should be in the three-leaf 
stage when the field is gone 
over with a cultivator. Some 
of the wild oats will only be 
transplanted from one place 
to another so for best re- 
sults about one week later 
the area should be goi: - over

in the ground, 


Tartary 
Buckwheat 


Tartary buckwheat be- 
longs to the same group of 
plants as domestic buck- 
wheat It is an annual weed 


.growing two to three feet in 


height, The leaves are light 
green, roughly triangular 
and one to four inches in 
length, The flowers are 
small and white or gieenish 


white and borne in bunches 
on flowering shoots arising 
at the junction of leaf stalks 
and stems, Seeds are about 
3/16 inch long, 3-sided, dull 
brown or grey and rough or 
often wrinkled. They are 
very similar in size and 
weight to kernels of wheat 
or barley. 

Tartary buckwheat is a 
very serious weed when gro- 
wing iu any of the cereal 
grains, The seeds in com- 
mercial grades of wheat will 
darken the flour, in malting 
barley they adversely aff- 
ect the malt. Top grades of 
oats cannot be used for roll- 
ing or preparation of any 
other processed product if 
they contain tartary buck- 
wheat, 

The seeds oftartary buck- 
wheat are very difficult to 
separate from cereals by any 
of the ordinary cleaning me- 
thods, and as a result grain 
will be downgraded, the 
downgrading depending upon 
the number of tartary buck- 
wheat seeds present. When 
this number reaches a cer- 
tain level the entire shipment 
will be graded ‘‘Rejected’’ 
and sold at a lower price, 
with no reference tothe qua- 
lity of the grain, 

Tartary buckwheat flow- 
ers and produces seeds at 
the same time from early 
summer till frost. The seeds 
fall to the ground and go 
through an after-ripening 
period before they can ger- 
minate, This period varies 
in length so the soil will 
contain seeds which are 
ready to germinate, seeds 
which are dormant and seeds 
at all stages between, 

The best method of con- 
trolling tartary buckwheat 
is to ensure that you do not 
get it in your fields, Never 
sow seed containing any tar- 
tary buckwheat and always 
check over your fields and 
pull any plants you find early 
in the season, 

If you already have tar- 
tary buckwheat spraying the 
fields with Banvel 3 or Kil- 
mor or Buctril M or Brom- 
inal M while the tartary 
buckwheat is still in the 
seeding stage and spraying 
as recommended on the lab- 
el will provide control. 

Always sow clean seed, 

For detailed control re- 
commendations for specific 
crops ~- consult the appro- 
priate Alberta Agriculture 
publication, available from 
your district agriculturist

3, Dangerous bacteria on- 
ly grow and produce toxin if 
food is a suitable kind and 
temperature is over 40 de- 
grees F, for more than four 
hours, A smart housewife 
protects her family from

If you’d like to check with 
us, giving us the brand name, 
model number and C,S,A, 
listing we'll try to let you 
know whether or not your 
kettle contains lead,

grasses throughout southern 
Alberta, In some of these, 
up to 900 pounds of nitro- 
gen have -been applied per 
acre, We found that pro- 
duction increased very 
slightly ifless than 20 pounds 
of nitrogen per acre were 
applied, As the rate of nit- 
rogen increased beyond this 
level, the yield of grass in- 
creased and reached a max-~ 
imum at about 150 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre, In moist 
years, the yield of grass 
could be two or three times 
as much after fertilizing. 

Once a reserve of nitro- 
gen has been established, 
the nitrogen removed in one 
crop year should be replaced 
to obtain maximum produc- 
tion of the next crop, For 
example, every ton of grass 
forage produced will remove 
about 50 pounds of actual 
nitrogen, This has to be re- 
placed, When crop yields 
are high, fertilizer require- 
ments are high, 

When yields are low, gen- 
erally because rainfall was 
low, fertilizer requirements 
are low, 

The suggested high rates 
of nitrogen will increase not 
only the quantity of grass 
but also the quality and will 
extend the growth period. 
After these treatments, the 
grass starts growing earlier 
in the spring and stays green 
later in the fall, 

The decision to use these 
high rates of nitrogen must 
be based on present costs 
and expected returns, Our 
results at present suggest 
that about 150 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre should be 
applied initially, followed by 
annual applications of 50 
pounds for each ton of for- 
age removed,
